application," said Mr. Bryan, "but 
while an unpatriotic utterance may pos- 
sibly be due to an error of the mind, 
it Is more likely to be due to a _wrong 
attitude of heart. The tongue Is not 
likely to slip unless the heart skids. 
There can be but two sides to this 
war, 
and every American ought to be 


on the side of the United States. 


"No one who loves his country can 


afford to take any chance of help- 
ing the enemy by exciting division 


prompted It, nnd must fervently wish 
that we might take the path of peace 
he so persuasively points out. 


"But It would be folly to take It If 


It does not, lu fact, lead to the goal he 
proposes. Our response must be based 
upon the stern facts and upon nothing 
else, 


"It is not a mere cessation of arms 


he desires; It is a stable and enduring 
peace. This agony must not be gone 
through with again, and It must be a 
matter of very sober judgment what 
will insure us against it.

"Can peace he based upon a restitu- 


tion of its power or upon any word of: 
honor it could pledge in a treaty of 
settlement and accommodation? 


"Responsible statesmen must now 


everywhere see, if they never saw be- 
fore, that no peace can rest securely 
upon political or economic restrictions 
meant to benefit some nations and crip- 
ple or embarrass others, upon vindic- 
tive action of any sort, or any kind of 
revenge or deliberate Injury. 


"The American people have suffered 


intolerable wrongs at the hands of the 
Imperial German government, but they 
desire no reprisal upon the German 
people, who have themselves suffered 
nil things ,in this war, which (hey did 
not choose. They believe that peace 
should-rest upon the rights of peoples, 
not the rights of governments—the 
rights of peoples great or small, weak 
or powerful—their equal right to free- 
dom and security nnd self-government, 
nnd to a participation upon fair terms 
iu (he economic opportunities of the 
world—the German people, of course, 
Included, if they will accept equality 
and not seek domination. 


Purposes of U. S. Known to World. 
"The test, therefore, of every plan 


of peace is this: Is It based upon the 
faith of all the peoples Involved or 
merely upon the word of ;m ambitious 
and Intriguing government, on the one 
hand, and of a group of free peoples 
on the other?

FARMERS AREjHOLDiNG EGGS 


State Council of Defense Concerned 


Over Dairy Situation — Expect 


Big Raise in Milk Price. 


Madison—Slate milk and dairy prod- 


uct dealers will probably appear before 
the State Council of Defense to discuss 
their situation with the state food ad- 
ministrator. The council is much wor- 
ried over the large amount of milk 
which is being used for the cendensa- 
ries. Milk is likely to advance in price 
between three and four dollars a hun- 
dred pounds during the next few 
months and will be at such prohibitive 
prices that, it may be almost a table 
luxury. At least this is the statement 
'of milk buyers for cheese factories and 
creameries. 


The condensaries are obtaining a 


monopoly in every section where they 
locate and as a result several creamer- 
ies have had to close in the central 
part of the state simply because they 
could not compete in the purchase of 
milk 
Butter men have written to the 


council asking that it take cognizance 
of the question and that steps be taken 
to assist them in obtaining milk. 


The egg situation is also in a serious 


condition and it is almost impossible 
to purchase eggs in several communi- 
ties The farmers themselves are put- 
ting the eggs in liquid glass and re- 
fuse to sell for fear of a famine. They 
hope to get from sixty cents to one 
dollar a dozen for the eggs which they 
are preserving. There is scarcely a 
cold storage dealer who has at the 
present time a normal supply of eggs 
and large restaurants in the cities are 
making contracts for their winter sup- 
ply 
These contracts will practically 


exhaust the cold storage supply and 
it is therefore likely that Oie individual 
consumer will have great difficulty in 
buying even cold storage eggs during 
the early winter months.

Brain Workers Need Food 


High in Energy Material, 


Says Expert on Dietetics 


A man engaged In mental work Is 


generally supposed to need a diet 
having about the same energy value 
as that of a man doing very light me- 
chanical work, because the consump- 
tion of energy in mental work Is not 
great. 
But the Medical Record calls 


attention to the opinion expressed by, 
Dr. W. M. Bayllss, professor of gen- 
eral 
physiology, University college. 


London, in a book on flic physiology of 
food. 


Doctor Bayllss points out that while 


tho oxygi'ii actually consumed by the 
nerve (.'outers in tlioir work may not 
bo great it haft to be supplied at high 
pressure. 
This is 
proved 
by 
the 


fact that even a momentary stoppage 
of the blood supply causes Immediate 
unconsciousness, although tlio oxy- 
gen 
In 
the 
brain 
has 
not been 


exhausted. 
From this it seems possi- 


ble that although the actual quantity 
of food needed may not be great 
"yot this food may require to be pre- 
sented at high pressure, and that to 
attain tin- high pressure it may be 
necessary to take a diet of an energy 
equivalent to that of a moderate mus- 
cular work." 


Doctor Bayllss holds that from the 


food standpoint no benefit Is derived 
from alcohol. 
Also that there is no 


special virtue in butcher's meat and 
that 
vegetable 
foods, 
if properly 


chosen, can supply all that Is neces- 
sary for a complete diet, but at the 
same time he considers a diet of pure- 


ly vegetable origin unsafe, because not 
enough is known yet about the proper- 
ties, of the several vegetables stuffs, 
The proteins of "vegetables are not so 
easily digested ns are those of meats,1 


but In compensation more of the food 
can be taken, und the digestive organs 
need btiik.

ARMY IS CHANGED 


Artillery Strength of Uncle Sam's 


Forces' Greatly;Increased 


by New Order. 


DIVISIONS TO BE SMALLER 


Machine Gun Arm Is Also 'Enlarged 


and Provision IB Made for For- 


mation of Army Corps and 


- Armies. - 


A general order made public by the 


adjutant general's office provides, for 
important changes In the organization 
of Uncle Sam's fighting forces. 


The ratio of artillery strength to 


Infantry is greatly increased. 
A di- 


vision will hereafter Include only four 
infantry regiments in -two brigades in 
place of the old division of three bri- 
gades, each comprising three regiments 
of infantry. There, will still be three 
regiments of field artillery in each di- 
vision. Thus, in the new organization 
there will be three regiments of field 
artillery to every four regiments of in- 
fantry,'instead of the ratio of three 
to nine. In addition, a trench mortar 
battery is attached to each division. 


The machine gun arm is also mate- 


rially enlarged. A machine gun bat- 
talion of four companies has been 
made a unit of each division, in addi- 
tion to the three machine gun com- 
panies Included in each regiment. 


The American division will be made 


by this order to conform practically to 
the units utilized by the entente allies, 
among whom a division numbers ap- 
proximately 19,000 men. The reason 
for the change is that the division as 
heretofore made up of about 28,000 
men is. too unwieldy for the demands 
of trench warfare. 
With so large a 


unit, sure and swift communication 
with all parts' is difficult. 
The prob- 


lem to be met was basically one of mo- 
bility for the peculiar needs of fight- 
ing on the western front. 


Will Have Reserve Battalions. 


Tiie smaller-sized divisions call for 


maintenance of all units at full fighting 
strength. For this purpose reserve bat- 
talions-will be provided. These will 


BOOST FOREIGN TRADE 


Uncle Sam's Special Agents Have 


Made Success in Work. 


Great Progress Made In Recent Years 


in, Connection With Efforts of 


Bureau of Commerce. 


Great progress has been made dur- 


ing the past two or three years in con- 
nection with the special investigations 
that are carried on by agents cf the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce In foreign countries. A special 
investigation now involves .a program 
of action of which the agent's report is 
merely the most Important feature In- 
stead of being, as often heretofore, the 
sole object to be achieved. This pro- 
gram covers, first, the widest publicity 
possible for the proposed work among 
the interests for whose benefit it Is be- 
ing done. 


Officials of the bureau have found it 


to be almost as important to prepare 
the ground for the reception of the in- 
formation as it is to obtain the infor- 
mation itself, and to do this it is neces- 
sary to arouse the interest of the In- 
dustry affected both in the subject of 
foreign trade and in the special work 
of the bureau. The second feature of 
Hie program, the careful selection of 
the man to undertake the work, is of 
manifest importance. 


It is the opinion of the officials that 


the value of the whole undertaking 
rests in the confidence that the trade 
has in the judgment of the investi- 
gator, and it is essential to have a man 
of experience and reputation, whose 
recommendation will carry weight. In 
spite of a certain amount of cynicism 
among some business men as to the 
value of governmental, work, it Is nev- 
ertheless'true that with a large part of 
the business public an official govern- 
ment representative is assumed to be 
a man who can speak with authority 
on the subject. 


The fourth feature of the program 


is the dissemination of the informa- 
tion received to just as wide a pubtfc 
as can be reached, not only through 
the printed reports, but. also through 
personal

The present 
division also calls for one aero squad- 
ron while the new plan calls for none, 
the aircraft units being otherwise pro- 
vided for. 


The order specifies 16 divisions of

The United States geological survey 


is preparing to take a census of all 
the geologists in the nation for war 
purposes. The geologists wi» be clas- 
sified according to their specialties. It 
is pointed out that geologists can play 
an important part in war. They can 
.-judge more readily than any other en- 
gineers of tho merits of camp sites, of 
the suitability of ground for proposed 
earthworks, of soil conditions in - wet 
or dry weather affecting troop move- 
ments, of the choice of lines of de- 
fense, and various kindred matters 
connected with topography and tho 
soil. 


Increase in Grinding Materials. 


The value of abrasive materials pro- 


duced in the United States In 1916 was 
'$4,600,248, according to statistics com- 
piled by F. J. Kutz of the United 
States geological "survey, department 
of the Interior. Of this, $1,664,339 was 
the value, of natural abrasive mate- 
rials, and '$2,935,900 the value of arti- 
ficial, abrasives. . The . abrasive mate- 
rials imported for consumption: in 191G 
were valued at .$555,850. Tho appar- 
ent total consumption of abrasive ma- 
terials in 1017 /was thus $5,150,098,. 
which was an. increase of nearly '30 per

York district, shows the lowest 
expense per recruit, and the 
Southern division is the highest.. 
San Francisco, where it means 
an expenditure of 9S.OO a volun- 
teer, ranks first among local re- 
cruiting stations for the low cost 
of enlistments, with New York 
city, where it averages $0.92 per 
head, running a close second.

TALKS FROM A MOVING TRAIN 


Canadian Inventor Develops Telephone 


for Use on Railroad Cars, Uncle 


Sam Is Told. 


Successful experiments with a tele- 


phone apparatus installed on a rail- 
road car were carried out by a repre- 
sentative of the signal department of 
the Canadian government railways 
and the inventor of the device, the 
former in the car Itself and the latter 
in the dispatcher's cilice in the Monc- 
ton yard, reports Uncle Sam's consul 
nt Mtmcton, N. B. The transmission 
in this system of communication is 
made through wheel, and. hxle without 
the assistance of any contributing me- 
dium. 


Reports of the tests declare that 


the communication established was in 
every way satisfactory, although the 
train was in motion. It is said there 
was no difficulty in hearing distinctly 
every word of the messages exchanged. 


The experiment was tried on a 


double-track line where the rails are 
properly "bonded" for the block-signal 
system, but it is claimed that equally 
good results .can be obtained on any 
track where the rails are similarly 
"bonded" without regard to the pres- 
ence or absence of a block-signal in-, 
stailation.

To Wisconsin users of coal the fol-

overhead in handling about, $1.50;

The sale price may be even lower 


than $9.30, for these figures are based 
on the long ton of 2,240' pounds. The 
short ton is 2,000 pounds. If this one- 
tenth is deducted coal might sell in 
Milwaukee at 58-40 per ton. 


The state board of public affairs Is 


now conducting an investigation of the 
cost of handling coal in Wisconsin. 
Secretary A. H. Melville, of the Wis- 
consin Council of Defense, says that 
in no case should overhead rates ex- 
ceed $1.50 per ton. The preliminary 
investigation made by the board of 
public affairs showed an overhead of 
from $1.10 to $1.50. The question of 
what is a reasonable profit on coal has 
not yet been determined. In some of 
the investigations made by the federal 
and state government this profit was; 
found to be as high as $1 a ton and, 
above. Men connected with the Coun- 
cil of Defense, however, think that 50 
cents a ton or below would be^ a rea- 
sonable profit. 
One coal dealer in, 


Madison handles 40,000 tons of coal a, 
year. This would give him a profit off 
SS20 000 above his overhead expenses. 


Some time ago Gov. Philipp indi- 


cated that after the federal govern- 
ment had fixed the price at-the mines* 
the state would fix the price at which, 
coal would be sold in Wisconsin. If 
a limitation is placed upon the amount 
of proffts that can be made by a local 
dealer, coal prices will be much lower. 


If the coal is to be transferred intc 


the state, freight rates must be added 
to tbe figures above. From the lak*- 
ports to Madison, for example, the 
freight is $1.25 a ton.

Hoover Sounds Warning in Address 


to Farmers of the Nation at.Chica- 


go 
Fight for Our Existence. 


Chicago. Aug.' 28.—Herbert C. Hoo- 


ver federal food administrator, told 
the'farmers of the nation the part, they 
are asked to play in helping the United 
States and its allies win the war. He 
outlined the agricultural features of

"It is no loose statement that we

ORGANIZATION OF 


ARMY IS CHANGED 


Artillery Strength of Uncle Sam's 


Forces Greatly Increased 


by New Order. 


DIVISIONS TO BE SMALLER 


Machine Gun Arm Is Alto Enlarged 


and Provision Is Made for For- 


mation of Army Corps and 


Armle*. • 


A general order made public by the 


adjutant general's ofllce provides for 
important changes In the organization 
of Uncle Sam's fighting forces. 


The ratio of artillery strength to 


Infantry Is greatly Increased. 
A di- 


vision will hereafter Include only four 
Infantry regiments In two brigades In 
place of the old division of three brl- 
:ndos, each comprising three regiments 
of Infantry, There will still bo three 
regiments of Held artillery In each di- 
vision, Thus, in the now organization 
there will be three regiments of field 
artillery to every four regiments of In- 
fantry, Instead of tho ratio of three 
to nine, In addition, a trench mortar 
battery is attached to each division. 


Tlie machine gun arm Is also mate- 


rially enlarged. 
A machine gun bat- 


talion of four companies has been 
made a unit of each division, In addi- 
tion to tlje three machine gun com- 
panies included in each regiment. 


The American division will bo made 


by this order to conform practically lo 
the units utilized by the entente allies, 
among whom a division numbers ap- 
proximately 10,000 men. The reason 
for the change Is that the division as 
heretofore made up of about 1!S,000 
men Is too unwieldy for the demands 
of trench warfare. 
With so large a 


unit, sure and swift communication 
with all parts Is difficult. 
The prob- 


lem lo be met was basically one of mo- 
bility for the peculiar needs of light- 
ing on the western front. 


Will Have Reserve Battalions. 


The smaller-sized divisions call for 


maintenance of all units at full fighting 
strength. For this purpose reserve bat- 
talions will be provided. These will 
consist of 012 men each and arc listed 
In the general order us "separate train- 
ing battalions." The number of these 
battalions lias not been made public. 
Details of regimental organisation are 
also withheld for military reasons. 


The new order provides for army 


corps and army units which have 
practically esclsted only on paper since 
the Civil war. Corps were organized 
during the Spanish wnr, but were not 
actually operated ns such to any great 
extent. 


Each army corps will consist of throe 


Infantry divisions, corps headquarters, 
and certain army corps troops not spe- 
cified. 
Each army will normally con- 


sist of three ur more army corps, army 
headquarters, and certain army troops 
not spculllod. 


Composition of Infantry Division. 
I'nder the new order, each Infantry 


division will he composed us follows, 
tin- changes from the present organi- 
sation being as Indicated: One division 
headquarters (same as yil present) ; 
one machine gun battalion of four com- 
panies (new) ; two Infantry brigades 
of two regiments and one machine gun 
battalion (four companies) each. (The 
present division Is three Infantry bri- 
gades of three regiments each); ono 
Held artillery brigade of three regi- 
ments and one trench mortar hullory 
(same, except trench mortar buttery 
Is new) ; ono 
Held signal battalion 


(.same); one- train headquarters and 
military police (same) ; one ammuni- 
tion train (same) ; one supply train 
(.same) ; one engineer train (same, ex- 
cept that pontoon and searchlight sec- 
tions are mil Included In new plan) ; 
nno sanitary train of four Held hospital 
companies and four ambulance com- 
panies (sumo). 


No Cavalry In Division. 


The new organisation provides for 


no cavalry In the division. The divi- 
sion as nt present constituted calls for 
otic regiment of cavalry. The present 
division also calls for one aero squad- 
ron while the new plan calls for none, 
the aircraft nulls being otherwise pro- 
vided for. 


The order specifies ]Q divisions of 


Hie national army to bo organized and 
numbered from 7fl to 01, both Inclu- 
sive, and states the numbers to lie 
given to each of the different units 
In each division. It provides that the 
10 divisions of tho National Guard now 
organised shall be reorganized to con- 
form lo the new plan us soon as prac- 
ticable after their arrival In llu; train- 
ing camp. ' 


The 
regular army, 
the 
National 


Guard and National army will all con- 
form to the same plan. 


BOOST FOREIGN TRADE 


Uncle Sam's Special Agents Have 


Made Success in Work. 


Great Progress Made In Recent Years 


in Connection With Efforts of 


Bureau of Commerce. 


Great progress lius been made dur- 


ing tlio past two or three yours In con- 
nection with tho special Investigations 
that nro carried on by agents of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce In foreign countries. A special 
Investigation now Involves a program 
of action of which (he agent's report la 
merely tho most Important feature in- 
btend of being, as often heretofore, the 
sole object to be achieved. Tills pro- 
gram covers, first, the widest publicity 
possible for the proposed work among 
the interests for whose benefit It is be- 
ing done. 


Officials of the bu'roau have found It 


to be almost us Important to prepare 
the ground for the reception of the in- 
formation as it is to obtain tlio infor- 
mation Itself, und to do this It is neces- 
sary to arouse, the Interest of the In- 
dustry affected both In the subject of 
foreign trade and in the special work 
of the bureau. Tile second feature of 
iho program, tin; careful selection of 
the man to undertake the work, Is of 
manifest Importance. 


It Is the opinion of the oflioluls Hint 


Die value of the whole undertaking 
rests In tho confidence Unit tho trade 
lias In the judgment, of tho Investi- 
gator, and it is essential to have a man 
of experience and reputation, whose 
recommendation will carry weight. In 
splto of a curtain amount of cynicism 
among some business men as to the 
value of governmental work, It is nev- 
ortholoss'truc; that with a large part of. 
tin; business public an olllciul govern- 
ment representative is assumed to bo 
a man who can speak with authority 
on the subject.

Madison — The fixing of anthraclto 


coal prices at the mines by the fed- 
eral government promises some relief 
to tho people of Wisconsin la coal 
prices, according to information of the 
Wisconsin Council of Defense. 
The 


price to consumers will be a little low- 
er. Tho limitation of the government 
would indicate that prices will not be- 
higher as was feared by many. 


The government figures at 
the 


mines, long tons, are: Egg coal, |4.45; 
stove coal-, $4.70; 'pea coal, M, where- 
mines are owned by the railroads 
which haul direct to big consumers. 


To Wisconsin users of coal the fol- 


lowing figures can be added per ton,. . 
according to data compiled by the 
council of defense: From the mines to 
Buffalo, $1,75; docking at Buffalo, 25' 
cents; boat to Milwaukee, 60 cents; 
overhead in handling about, ?1.50; 
profit, GO cents, or u total of $4-60. 
This would allow stove coal to sell in 
Milwaukee at $9.30. 


The sale price may be even lower 


than $9.30, for these figures are based 
on tho long ton of 2,240 pounds. The 
short ton is 2,000 pounds. If this one- 
tenth is deducted coal might sell In 
Milwaukee nt $8.40 per ton. 


The BUite board of public affairs Is 


now conducting an Investigation of the 
cost of handling coal in Wisconsin. 
Secretary A. II. Melville, of the Wis- 
consin Council of Defense, says that 
In no case should overhead rates ex- 
ceed $1.50 per ton. The preliminary 
investigation made by the board of 
public affairs showed an overhead of 
from $1.10 to $1.50. The Question of 
what Is u reasonable profit on coal has 
not yet been determined. In some of 
the Investigations made by the federal 
and state government this profit was 
found to be as high as $1 a ton and, 
ubove. Men connected with the Coun- 
cil of Defense, however, think that 60 
cents a ton or below would be a rea- 
sonable profit. One coal dealer la 
Madison handles 40,000 tons of coal a, 
year. This would give him a profit OB 
$?20,000 above his overhead expenses. 


Some time, ago Gov. Philipp indi- 


cated that after the federal govern- 
ment had fixed the price at^the mines,, 
(bo slate would flx the price at which, 
coal would be sold In Wisconsin. If 
n limitation is placed upon the amount 
of prolAs that can be made by a local 
dcal( r, coul prices will be much lower. 


If the coal Is to be transferred into 


the state, freight rates must be added 
to the figures above. From the lake 
ports lo Madison, for example, the 
freight is $1.25 a ton.

The: first clay wo went nearly to tho 
mid of the highway and camped at 
the Forest Reserves Camp, whore is 
kept .a crew to watch d'or fires'and 
such dangers. 
It Is near a creek on 


the bank of which is a very nico 
camping ground. 
Tables and seals 


aro Furnished; 
Garbage cans scat- 


tered about with notices on them that 
campers must use thorn and leave 
no 
trash 
on tho ground. 
Spring 


water Is piped to the ground. Places 
for tents, camp stoves of stone with 
sheet iron tops, wood cut and piled 
for fires, all prepared by the govern- 
ment. 
Here is a nice building con- 


taining bath accommodations, toilot 
rooms, lavatories with mirrors and 
paper towels. 


The next morning we went on to 


the end of the highway, which is tit 
Gtscaclo locks, stopped and explored 
a while, and re turned to the highway., 


On the return, wo stopped at all 


places where there seemed anything 
to interest one. There is one tunnel 
on the way. 
In one place is being 


built a circular building, the approach 
to which is terraced with rock walls. 
This Is (the lower part) finished in 
polished marble and contains drink- 
ing fountain, lavatories, toilet rooms, 
Rod Cross wards, etc. This is elec 
trie lighted. 
Men are at work fin- 


ishing the building and terraces. At 
ono of the falls there is a drinking 
fountain, also a-small store where 
one can get fresh fruit, candy, and all 
such, sill so hot colTec and lunch.' The 
proprietor being a Wisconsin man 
from Ashland. 


To give an idea of the travel over 


this road, I will say we counted tho 
cars that passed us going In as we 
came out. tho time less than six 
hours, and there was some over 200. 
They told us that Sundays there were 
manv more, 


ICverywhere there seems to be pre- 


pared everything for the convenience 
and safety of those going over the 
road. 
The bridges across the gorges 


arc of concrete with substantial rail- 
ings. 
There are many nico diuiry tarms 


on the- river bottom. Ail of the val- 
leys fu-e rich lands, where are many 
fine farms and orchards. 
Many of 


tho dairy farms are stocked 
with 


pure bred cattle. 


On leaving Portland coming homo, 


wo crossed the new long bridge over 
the Columbia river 
to 
Vancouver, 


Wash. 
Wo had to stop on our way 


for a boat to pass thru the draw. 
The bridge is said to be five miles 
long. 
Ono of the bridge tenders told 


us the bridge over the river was 
(iOOO feet long, and there was another 
span 10,000 feet long. 
We went to 


tho barracks, saw ,-the boys drilling. 
There wero three squads busy. 
We 


drove thru the camp part. There are 
many now Buildings and some tents 


Some of tho homes of 


the ofliccrs aro very nice. The second 
night, we camped five miles i'rom Van- 
couver. 
Next day came homo. 
We 


rode over 350 miles in the three days. 


It. was a tuip to be remembered. 


One can -get lunches 
all 
the 
way 


along, but 1 prefer to take food along 
and get tho benefit of camping, 
We 


were glad to get home, but will be 
ready to repeat the experience next 
summer.

About three weeks before we took 


this trip, we went to Cascadia (about 
'io miles) to the soda springs. 
At 


Waterloo there is a spring right in 
the rock in the river. 
At Caacadia 


the water boils up in several places 
right .at the foot of the bank where 
one can drink the water right from 
Its source, and in my estimation it Is 
superior to the manufactured article. 
There are several places where there 
are soda springs where we can go and 
return the »atno clay, but many people 
go and camp for several days. There 
aro sulphur springs in the same vi- 
cinity. 
Tho summer hero has been very 


dry, 
but there will be an average crop 


in Oregon. Some things are a failure 
while others are good, 
Berries have 


been plentiful, cherries a moderate 
crop, apples, pears and prunes also 
good.

High in Energy Material, 


Says Expert on Dietetics 


A man engaged in mental work is 


generally supposed to need a diet 
having nbout the same energy value 
as that of a man doing very light me- 
chanical work, because the consump- 
tion of energy in mentnl work is not 
great. 
But the Medical Record calls 


.attention to the opinion expressed by 
Dr. W. M. Bayliss, professor of gen- 
eral 
physiology, University 
college, 


London, in n book on the physiology of 
food. 


Doctor Bayliss points out that while 


the oxygen actually consumed by the 
nerve centers in their work may not 
be great it lias to be supplied at high 
pressure. 
This is 
proved 
by 
the 


fact thnt even a momentary stoppage 
of the blood supply causes immediate 
unconsciousness, 
although the oxy- 


gen 
in 
the 
bruin has 
uot 
been 


exhausted. 
From this it seems possi- 


ble that although the nctual quantity 
of food needed may not be great 
"yet this food may require to be pre- 
sented nt high pressure, and that to 
attain the high pressure it mny be 
necessary to take a diet of an energy 
equivalent to that of a moderate mus- 
cular work." 


Doctor Bayliss holds that from the 


food standpoint no benefl.t is derived 
from alcohol. 
Also that there is no 


special virtue in butcher's meat and 


ly vegetable origin unsafe, because not 
enough is known yet about the proper- 
ties of the several vegetables stuffs, 
The proteins of 'vegetables are not so 
easily digested as are those of meats, 
but in compensation more of the food 
can be taken, and the digestive organs 
need bulk. 


90,000,000 Rabbits Needed 


For Felt Hats Made in the 


United States Every Year. 


Did you know thnt the felt hat you 


are wearing represents the fur of 
three or tour rabbits? 


It's a fact, declares the San Fran- 


cisco Exnminer. 


And it's also true that there are 


about 30.000.000 felt hats made in the 
United States every year. 


Figure it out for yourself. 
At the 


minimum of three rabbits per hat, 
that number of hats means 00,000,000 
rabbits a year. 


Of that number less than two per 


cent are killed in the United States, 
according to a paper rend before the 
Society of Chemical Industry in New 
York by C. D. Parks. 
Most of the 


other OS per cent come from Aus- 
tralia, where the rabbit, introduced 
long ago as a pet, has become a na- 
tional pest. 


Rice Thrown Away at One 


Wedding Equal to Soldier's 


Food Ration-for Whole Day. 


The custom of throwing rice at wed- 


dings is a wasteful one, in the opin- 
ion of C. E. Vail of the Colorado Agri- 
cultural college. 


"It is unnecessary, to say the least," 


he declares, "and if one stops to con- 
sider the probable amount thus wasted 
in the entire United States each year, 
one is the more impressed with the ab- 
surdity of the custom. At the present 
time, "when the whole country 
is 


aroused to the need of food production 
and food conservation, the throwing 
of rice at weddings is a matter for the 
attention of those who are trying to 
solve the food problem. 
Rice has a 


fuel value of 1,630 large calories per 
pound, as compared with 1,306 calories 
from white bread, 1,655 from cornmeal 
nnd 325 from potatoes. The United 
States soldier's food ration is about 
4,200 calories per day. 
In throwing 


away three pounds of rice there are 
wasted 4,890 food calories. The lesson 
should be quite obvious."

Uncle Sam's Special Agents Have 


Made Success in Work. 


Great Progress Made in Recent Years 


in Connection With Efforts of 


Bureau of Commerce. 


Great progress has been made dur- 


ing the past two or three years in con- 
nection with the special investigations 
that are carried on by agents of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce in foreign countries.

Causes of Lightning. 


The atmosphere is believed to be con- 


tinually impregnated with electricity 
and currents are all the time flowing 
through the earth and through bodies 
attached to the earth's surface. The 
theory, as .explained in the Pathfinder, 
is that the earth is charged with nega- 
tive electricity while that of atmos- 
phere is positive. As a result of their 
movement clouds become charged with 
great massts of electricity, generally 
positive,, wlihie charges of the opposite 
kind accumulate in the earth beneath 
them. 
When the charge becomes suf- 


ficiently heavy there is a discharge 
from cloud to earth. Often there nre 
discharges between clouds. Some au- 
thorities sny that discharges also take 
place from earth to clouds.

Every member of the Washington 


police force carries when on duty in 
crowds a pill box full of tiny glass 
tubes of aromatic spirits of ammonia,

Popular Science 


Monthly. These nre for reviving per- 
sons' who faint In the street. 


The lubes nre about un inch long 


and slightly more than nn eighth of an 
inch In diameter. Each has ,a wrap- 
ping of absorbent cotton and over this 
a si-Ik gauze covering. 


Slight pressure between the fingers 


is sufficient to break the tube. 
The 


ammonia Is promptly absorbed by the 
cotton about it, which also serves to 
prevent Hie sharp particles of glass 
from doing any linrin.

attractive to the city chap, and it has always 
been extremely toilsome to the native. But now, 
with the aid of mechanical hired hands, farming 
In the future will be more joy-riding. 
Instead 


of following a team of panting, perspiring horses 
nnd stumbling over rough clods in the.broiling 
aun while trying to keep under control a plow 
whose diabolical disposition is to twist and turn 
from the straight and oven furrow, Mr. farmer 
nan put on his automobile goggles and gloves, 
•«jixt himself-comfortably in the spring seat of a 
tractor, and undor a canvas canopy that shunts 
nway (he sun, guide his obedient steel steed 
across the fields. 'in the springtime the plowing 
can be done to the music of the birds, who gath- 
er around to watch for the luckless but luscious 
worms turned up by the blades. By oue turn of 
the wheel, a hatvery of disk plows cnn be made 
to obey orders like soldiers. 


When 
tho plowing is done, the mechanical 


hired man will as cheerfully pull a harrow or a 
seeding machine, and no stops need be made In 
the shade to allow the "critter" lo "blow." A 
tractor loves to work and all It asks In return is 
that Its'stomach be kept full of the spirits that 
enthuse hut do not Intoxicate. 


During the dinner hour, If (he farmer follows 


his efficiency book faithfully, he will connect up 
his tractor engine with the pump and 
fill the 


water reservoir, or perhaps he 
\yltl turn the 


churn for mother. After a long pull at the elder 
barrel and the distillate tank, both master arid 
servant are ready to resume operations. 


As tjie seasons merge one Into another, nnd 


the crops are all planted and growing under the 
genial smiles of Old Sot and the sympathetic min- 
istrations of Jupiter Pluvlus, Mr. Farmer, with • 
nothing to do but watch his grain grow, can 
drive his tractor over lo the neighboring 'wood 
lot, and with the help of his husky sons, or his 
neighbor's stalwart sons, can cut enough cord- 
wood to defy the advance and fdege of Jack 
Frost. The modern tractor loves lo be tied to a 
buzz saw, and it sings right merrily while doing 
Its work. 
Wh$n th'e wood Is cut, the obliging 


tractor will haul it to the woodshed, and then, 
like the famous man of history, will look for new 
work to conquer. 


The overwhelming advantage of the tractor 


over horses is that of power and endurance. If 
the supply tank of one of these machines Is kept 
full of fuel; It will work on Indefinitely without 
rest whereas beasts of burden demand time to 
eat and sleep and rest. 
Then, too, It is much 


easier on the farmer to sit on a seat and plow 
by turning a \vhoel than to follow the furrows on 
foot. 
Consequently, the farmer with a tractor 


will do all his plowing in from a fourth to a half 
of the time required with horses. By equipping tho 
machines with electric lights, generated by the 
motor, the surrounding ground can be made as 
light as'day, nnd plowing can go on Independent 
of the .fmri. 
Poor Dobbins would give up the 


ghost If subjected to such treatment. 


The superiority of the tractor Is also demon- 


strated by thc'ablllty to get. over ground so soft 
and muddjf that ordinary horses and farm im- 
plements would mire In. Tho modern ball-tread 
tractor Is built to run on -Its own track. Being 
wide and flat, with the weight of the machine 
evenly distributed, this caterpillar type of per- 
ambulator can navigate through a sea of mud, and 
by its great traction power can pull anything 
except teeth. 
In the rice fields of California. 


where water stands upon the ground during all 
the growing season, the tractor is found to be 
the only feasible means of getting over the fields 
for plowing, seeding, cutting and harvesting the 
•crop. 
It even furnishes tho motive power for 


thrashing the rice. 


If tho road In front of the farm is rough and., 


needs the smoothing influence of the tractor, it 
will do the Job and do It-right. H the. hens have, 
been ' industrious, or bossy's product has been 
converted Into golden butter or cheese for the 
city folks Mr. Farmer can haul them to market 
by hitching a trailer behind his tractor. 
Many 


of the machines .are bought for their hauling ,abll-« 
Ity alone 
It will even take the folks to church 


on Sunday, If the Jitney happens to break down 
on Saturday night. 


In fact, the tractor Is a? versatile as a movie 


star and it doesn't mind showing off Its diverse 
talents 
One has oven been known to rid a cellar 


of rodents by, "coughing" the gas from its exhaust 
'through a rubb6r tube run into the private dwell- • 
.'ing of Mr. Kat. 
The development of the tractor is a matter of 
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evolution. 
It lias been with n.s for many years, 


but the older members of the family, though big 
In .stature, were extremely awkward, had many 
Ills and didu't believe In efficiency. 
They were 


very impressive to look at, but when the farmer 
bought one he usually found that It made the 
most durable Impression upon rho ground. It was 
a bettor staller than n politician. 


Through education, however, it was developed 


Into n finer thing. It lost n lot of. Its awkwardness 
with Its size and gained In strength and flexibility. 
Its groans were converted Into action. It begun 
to wear new shoes, and when a mudhole or a 
gully confronted It, Instead or puffing'and'snorting 
and" marking time, as the older ones did, It rolled 
on through the soft spots, or climbed out of the - 
ditches. 
Its new revolving track shoes could go 


anywhere, nnd It did. The latest proof of this Is 
seen in the reporls from the European battle- 
fields, where the armored, "tanks" are walking 
over all obstacles. It is said on reliable authori- 
iy That these tanks are built upon a foundation 
of an American type of tractor. 


Tt. Is In orchard work that the tractor has won 


Its way into- the hearts of many owners. 
In a 


well-managed orchard It is necessary to plow up 
Ihe .soil as close to the trees as possible. With a 
team and the old-fashioned plow, It Is impossible 
lo cut corners and reach little out-of-the-way 
nooks, but riot so with the tractor. 
It can turn 


;jround like a whirling dervish und curi come 
close enough to a tree or the fence to caress but 
not offend It. A favorite trick of one make of n 
California tractor Is to turn completely around 
on an ordinary railroad flat car. When one con- 
oiflers the width of these cars the feat is a re- 
markable one. ,If all else fails, the machine 
can get a job in a circus as a contortionist. 


One of the odd uses to which tractors are put 


is thnt of clearing land for cultivation. On the 
virgin fields of Canada the ranchers found the 
new land to be thickly covered with tough brush 
and young trees, forming a dense mat, to clear 
which by hand seemed a formidable task. 
A 


tractor owner rigged up a sort of "summer snow- 
plow", made of two sharp blades nt the bottom 
und a number of si eel rods placed horizontally 
over n V-shaped frame that ran to a height 
of 


four or five feet. 
Ky fastening this contrivance 


to the front of his tractor, and by bucking the 
forest growth as he would a snowdrift, (be brush 
was cut'off close to the ground nnd thrown to 
one side and burned. 
Later the same tractor 


went over the ground with a gangplow and 
cut out nil the roots and turned up the soil for 
planting. 


The tractor on the farm has come to stay, ana 


the up-to-date farmer will find it as hard to get 
along without one as a wife, nnd much easier to 
get along with.

Recipe for Green Chartreuse. 


When the monks of Ln Grande Chartreuse were 


expelled from France, the senior abbot carried 
the recipe for the famous liqueur in a casket of 
tempered steel, and this was never for a moment 
out of his possession. 
In the open market after- 


ward Ihe formulae for the twin liqueurs, the 
green chartreuse and .the yellow, were sold for 
$1,000,000.

made the recipe was written on a single fragment 
of parchment, six Inches by nine.

disfavor. •

Ho was ns shortsighted as Giovanni Farina, 


who was the originator of eau de cologne. 
He 


offered tho recipe for sale at $3,500. A conserva- 
tive estimate of the total value of Its nales' profits 


•since that is $25,000,000. 


Famous Maraschino Cordial. 


The Namis of Zarix, in Dalnintln, were wiser. 


They possessed us one of their heirlooms a family 
recipe for a drink distilled from the mnrasco, or 
wild cherry. When they finally consented to part 
with their secret they received therefor a large 
sum in cash and land to the extent of several 
thousand acres. This Is the cordial popular the 
world over as Maraschino. , . 


It has frequently happened that valuable trade 


secrets have been lost beyond recovery. 
For in- 


stance, the best watch oil',- it appears, cannot be 
obtained today because the. secret process of mix- 
ing perished with the inventor. It,Is said that 
tho last .quart of this famous liquid was sold for 
$200, and that was 3D years.ago. Since then every 
effort has been made to analyze the product In an 
til-tempt to reproduce the oil, but without success. 
The man who made It who alone knew Its compo- 
sition died, and, it further appears, .not even his 
name or the place of his burial is..known. 
He- 


never revealed to anyone the details of- his process 
nnd It was not until after his. death that the real 
vnlue of the oil was appreciated. 


Business firms are not the only possessors of 


trade secrets. Governments are just as zealous. 


in guarding valuable processes as arc manufac- 
turers. For example, the Chinese government is 
rhe owner of the secret of making vormillion red, 
which is held by many experts to be the most 
beautiful shade of red In the world. 
No one has 


ever been able to produ ce a like vermillion. 


The .Turkish government, it appears, possesses 


a similar secret process of inlaying precious met- 
als In (lie hardest steel. Tlje work is done per- 
fectly and defies all attempts.at reproduction. 


In 1913 It was announced that u distinguished 


chemist of the Imperial technical school of Mos- 
cow had solved the problem of making artificial 
rubber, aud that he could sell the new product at 
about 30 cents n pound. Yet the price of rubber 
remains pretty much the same, if not more. 
The 


reason may be found by examining the patent 
office records. In the last decade many hundreds 
of patents for artificial rubber have been taken 
out. Substitutes have been mnde from petroleum, 
from coal tar, turpentine, peat, from nitrated lin- 
seed oil and by treating cereals with phyalln. 


The latter Invention created a considerable seu- 


satiou so long ago as 1900, yet, judging by the 
constantly Increasing demand for the 
natural 


product, it has had little effect upon the real rub- 
ber market. 


The chemist, working in his laboratory, can 


take any substance and analyse It, that Is, break 
It up into Its original constituents, and tell you 
what they are and how much of each element 
the substance in question Is composed of; but 
when It comes to building tip the original sub- 
stance out of its prime constituents he is at sea, 
for the most part. By dint of long and patient 
experiments or perhaps by pure chance he may 
succeed in reproducing some few natural products, 
but that IP as far as he can go. 


Indigo blue took many years to synthetize. A 


German chemist accomplished it at last, but the 
curious discovery was made that if blended with 
the natural product made from the indigo plant 
the color obtained was both .more durable and 
brighter than that made by either dye alone. So 
artificial Indigo has not yet ruined the indigo 
planter. 


.Gutta Percha Becomes Scarcer. 


Artificial camphor has also been produced. It is 


now made from pine-tree turpentine. 
But the 


chemist has not yet succeeded In synthetizing 
gntta percha. 
This commodity yearly becomes 


scarcer. Enormous quantities are required for va- 
rious purposes, notably the covering of submarine 
cables nnd the making of golf balls. 
A fortuno 


awaits the man who can make artificial gutta 
percha at a price that will permit it to compete 
with the juice of the Dichopis gutta. 


Cork is another substance of everyday use that 


seems to defy the inventor. Tho only substitute 
for cork Is paper treated with paraffin wax. 
But 


such a cork could not be used for a bottle of wine. 
So far nothing has been artificially made to com- 
pete with the baric of the cork oak. 
... At Delhi, in India, stands an ancient iron mon- 
ument which, though exposed to all weathers, 
never rusts or decays. • Yet ir has no protective 
covering. Here Is a secret wh'ch would be simply 
invaluable to the world, which has been discovered 
by some Indian artificer of old and most unfor-, 
tunately lost. 
At a meeting of steel and irou 


• men in' London, the chairman said that they could 


face the future with complacency if they could 
rediscover the secret. 
To shipowners alone it- 


would mean a yearly saving of millions. 
Rust 


is the great enemy of the steel ship and she has 
constantly to go Into dock to. have her hull coated 
with an anticorrosive solution.

Lieutenants Immelmann 
and 


Boelke on the German side have 
brought down nine and ten adversaries 
in mortal combat. Their exploits are 
tinged with a chivalric glamour which 
seems anything but modern. 


When Boelke landed to aid an enemy 


whom lie had wounded he was greeted 
with the comment: "Since it is Im- 
melmann who beat me, I am satisfied." 
When the German replied that it was 
"only Boelke," the interchange of com- 
pliments seemed like a parley between 
Hector and Ajax. 


The analogy between Homer's battles 


nnd twentieth century aerial combats 
extends even to the vehicles used. 
What is a flying machine but the an- 
cient wnr chariot soaring on wings? In 
many an encounter two man machines 
still battle for supremacy—one man 
an observer, the other a pilot. The ob- 
server is the fighting hero of old, wield- 
ing a machine gun instead of a sword;

It' winter grains are to be grown 


an land'devoted to similar grains 
during the preceding season, the land 
should be plowed as soon as the oiu 
crops are removed and occasionally 
surilace cultivated to kill weeds until 
planting time. 
The plowing should 


be to a depth oC about seven inches 
lust before planting the land should 
be harrowed if fairly moist and free 
from weeds; otherwise it should bo 
disked and liairowed. 
Wheat and rye may follow prac- 


tically any crop which may be go,, 
out of the way in time. 
Where a 


choice is possible, however, it is bet- 
ter to have these grains follow a 
cultivated crop, preferably a legumin- 
ous crop such as soy or other beans, 
or cowpeas. 
To have them follow 


corn is a common practice in parts ot 
the corn belt. In the south they may 
follow cotton and in the southern 
Great Plains region, the sorghums. 
In some sections farmers find it 
good plan to follow potatoes with 
wheat or rye.' 
If the wheat and rye.follow a cul- 


tivated crop which has "been kept free 
from weeds, it is best not to plow th 
land. The land may smiply be disked 
and harrowed, harrowing to be per- 
formed again just before seeding.

When they finally consented to part 
with their secret they received therefor a largo 
sum In cash and land to tho extent of several 
thousand acres. This Is tho cordial popular tho 
world over as Maraschino. 


II lias frequently happened that valuable trade 


secrets have been lost beyond recovery. For In- 
stance, the best watch oil, It appears, cannot bo 
obtained today because the secret process of. mix- 
ing perished with the Inventor, It is said that 
the last quart of this famous liquid was sold for 
?200, aftd that wns 80 years ago. Since then ovory 
ell'ort has been made to arialyxe the product in nn 
a I tempt to reproduce the oil, but without success. 
The man who made it who alone knew Its compo- 
sition died, and, It further appears, nol even his 
name or tho place of his burial Is known. lie 
never revealed to anyone the dolulls of his process 
and It was not until after Ills death that the real 
value of the oil was appreciated.

In guarding \alunble processes as are manufac- 
turers. 
For example, llie Chinese government is

No one bus 


u\er been able to prodn ce a like vermllllon. 


The Turkish unvernment, It appears, possesses 


a similar secret process of Inlaying precious met- 
als In Ihe baldest steel. The work is done per- 
fectly and defies all atlempi.s at reproduction. 


In 1018 It was announced that a distinguished 


chemist of the Imperial technical school of Mos- 
cow hud solved the pioblem of making artUUhil 
rubber, and thai he could sell the new product nt 
about ,'iO cents n pound. 
Yet the price of rubber 


remains pretty much the same, If not more. 
The 


reason may be found by (^amlnlng the patent 
office records. In the lasi decade many hundreds 
of patents for artificial rubber have been taken 
out. 
Substitutes have been made from petroleum, 


from coal tar, turpentine, peat, from nltrnied lin- 
seed oil and by treating cereals with phyiilln. 


The latter Invention created n considerable sen- 


sation so long ago as ]00G, yet, Judging by the

for the most part. 
Hy dint of loni; and patient 


experiments or perhaps by pure chance lie may 
succeed In reproducing some few natural products, 
but tlmt l« as far as he can go. 


Indigo blue took many years to synthetic. A 


German chemist accomplished It at last, but the 
curious discovery was made that If blended with 
the natural product made from the Indigo plant 
the color obtained was both more durable and 
brighter (bun that made by either djc alone. So 
nrtiflcinl Indigo has not yet ruined tho indigo 
planter,

Tho only substitute 
for corU Is paper treated with parnllln wns. lint 
such a cork could not be used for a bottle of wine. 
So far nothing has bean artificially made to com- 
pete with the bark of the cork oak. 


At Delhi, In India, stands an ancient Iron mon- 


ument which, though exposed to all weathers, 
never rusts or decays. 
Vet it has no protective 


covering, Here Is a secret which would be simply 
Invaluable to (lie world, which has been discovered 
by some Indian iirllllcer of old and most unfor- 
tunately lost. 
At a meeting of steel and iron 


men In London, tho (halrman said that they could 
face tho future wllh complacency If they could 
rediscover the secret. 
To shipowners alone it 


would mean a yearly saving of millions.

HE farmer took to the automo- 


Old 
Dobbins of the buggy has long 
since been smothered by the 
exhaust from the four-cylinder 
gas vehicles, and now he is be- 
ing ousted from his old ..and 
arduous vocatioa of plowing 
and harvesting. If it were not 
for the welcoming arms of the 
belligerent war buyers, there- 
would be no one to love or 
cherish 
our 
black 
beauties, 


and, like poor relations, they 
would have to survive on the 
husks. Farming has ever been 


attractive to the city chap, and it has always 
been'extremely toilsome to the native. But now, 
with the aid of mechanical hired hands. far'»'n«| 
in the future will be mere joy-ridius. 
Instead 


of following a team of panting, perspiring Horses 
and stumbling over rough clods in the broiling 
sun while trying to keep under control a plow 
whose diabolical disposition is to twist and turn 
from the straight and even furrow. Mr. Farmer 
^an put on his automobile goggles and gloves, 
•-.jut himself comfortably in the spring seat of n 
tractor, and under a canvas canopy that shunts 
away the sun, guide his obedient steel steed 
across the Reids. 'In the springtime the plowing 
can be done to the music of the birds, who gath-

tractor loves to work and all it asks In return is 
tout its stomach be kept full of the spirits that 
enthuse but do not intoxicate.

or perhaps

churn for mother. 
After a long pull at the cider 


barrel and the distillate tank, both master and 
servant are ready to resume operations. 


As the seasons merge one Into another, und 


the crops are all planted and growing under the 
genial smiles of Old Sol nnd the sympathetic min- 
istrations of Jupiter Pluvius. Mr. Farmer, with 
nothing to do but watch his grain grow, can 
drive his tractor over to the neighboring wood 
lot, nnd with the help of his husky sons, or his 
neighbor's stalwart sons, can cut enough cord- 
wood to defy the advance and siege of Jack 
Frost. The modern tractor loves to be tied to a 
buzz saw, and It sings right merrily while doing 
its work. 
When the wood is cut, the obliging 


tractor will haul it to the woodshed, and then, 
like the famous man of history, will look for new 
work to conquer. 


The overwhelming 
advantage of the tractor 


over horses is that of power and endurance. 
If 


the supply tank of one of these machines is kept 
full of fuel, It will work on indefinitely without 
rest whereas beasts of burden demand time to 
eat'and sleep and rest. 
Then, too. It is much 


easier on the farmer to sit on a seat and plow 
by turning a ivhoel than to follow the furrows on 
foot. 
Consequently, the farmer with a tractor 


will'do all his plowing in from a fourth to n half 
of the time required with horses. By equipping the 
machines with electric lights, generated by the 
motor, the surrounding ground can be mnde as 
light as'day, and plowing can go on independent 
of the .sun.

The superiority of the tractor is also demon- 


strated by the'ability to get over ground so soft 
and muddy that ordinary horses and farm im- 
plements would mire In. The. modern ball-trend 
tractor is built to run on its own track. Being 
wide nnd flat, with the weight of the machine 
evenly distributed, this caterpillar type of per< 
ambulator can navigate through a sen of mud. and 
by its great traction power can pull anything 
except teeth. 
In the rice fields of California, 


where water stands upon the ground during all 
the growing season, the tractor Is found to be 
the only feasible means of getting over the fields 
for plowing, seeding, cutting and harvesting the 
crop. 
It even furnishes the motive power for 


thrashing the rice. 
If the road in front of the farm is rough and 


needs the smoothing Influence of the tractor, it 
will do the job and do It right. If the hens have 
been industrious, or bossy's product has been 
converted into golden butter or cheese for the 
city folks Mr. Farmer can haul them to market 
bv hitching a trailer behind his tractor. Many 
of the machines .are bought for their hauling .abil- 
ity alone 
It will even take the folks to church 


on Sunday, if the jitney happens to break -down 
on Saturday night. 
In fact the tractor is as versatile as a movie 


star and it doesn't mind showing off its diverse 
talents 
One has even been known to rid a cellar 


of rodents by "coughing" the gas from its eshaust

cow had solved the problem of making artificial 
rubber, and that he could sell the new product at 
about 30 cents a pound. 
Yet the price of rubber

stance out of its prime constituents he is at sea, 
for the most part. 
l>y dint of long and patient 


experiments or perhaps by pure chance he may 
succeed in reproducing some few natural products, 
but that 1= as far as he can go.

When they finally consented to part 
with their secret they received therefor a large 
sum in cash and land to the extent of several 
thousand acres. This is the cordial popular the 
world over as Maraschino. 


It has frequently happened that valuable trade 


secrets have been lost beyond recovery. For in- 
stance, the best watch oil, It appears, cannot be 
obtained today because the secret process of mix- 
ing perished with the inventor. It Is said that 
the last quart of this famous liquid was sold for 
$200, and that was 35 years ago. Since then every 
effort has been made to analyze the product in an 
attempt to reproduce the oil, but without success. 
The man who made it who alone knew its compo- 
sition died, and, it further appears, not even his 
name or the place of his burial is known. He 
never revealed to anyone the details of his process 
and it was not until after his death that the real 
value of the oil was appreciated.
